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Fellow  Townspeople  and  Taxpayers: 

As  you  read  through  this  Town  Report,  please  stop 
to  examine  some  critical  information  that  has  been  com- 
piled.  The  most  startling  portion  will  probably  be  the 
Tax  Collector's  Summary  of  Warrants.   In  this  report  the 
Tax  Collector  shows  the  unpaid  taxes  for  the  year  1981, 
along  with  previous  years  uncollected  and  unredeemed 
taxes.   The  total  is  in  excess  of  $150,000. 

The  Town  is  experiencing  a  severe  cash  flow  problem 
because  of  the  reluctance  of  some  people  to  pay  their 
taxes.   A  Town  is  really  the  same  as  a  business,  when  we 
do  not  have  sufficient  funds  to  cover  our  costs,  we  must 
borrow  money  to  pay  them.   Last  year  we  borrowed  nearly 
$200,000  to  meet  these  costs,  and  it  appears  that  the 
figures  will  be  even  greater  this  year.   The  cost  to  the 
taxpayers  in  Town  for  this  money  was  over  $12,000,  which 
equates  to  $4.00  per  $1,000  of  assessed  valuation  on 
your  tax  bill. 

Some  people  may  feel  that  this  figure  doesn't 
really  have  a  great  deal  of  impact  on  them,  but  let  us 
remind  you  that  Monadnock  School  District  Assessment  to 
the  Town  of  Gilsum  was  over  $250,000  for  the  '81- '82 
year,  the  County  taxes  doubled;  add  to  that  the  sub- 
stantial increase  in  requests  for  Current  Use  assessment 
for  property  in  Town  and  you  have  some  of  the  reasons 
why  the  taxes  showed  a  sharp  increase. 

In  the  next  few  years  we  can  expect  a  decrease  in 
assistance  from  the  State  and  Federal  Governments,  and 
this  will,  undoubtedly,  cause  a  further  increase  in  our 
tax  bills,  so  all  we  can  emphasize  is  the  importance  of 
paying  the  tax  bill  when  it  is  due. 

The  Town  is  approximately  90%  re-evaluated  by  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  as  of  this  writing,  and  when  it 
is  complete  a  hearing  will  be  scheduled  to  discuss  any 
discrepancies  that  may  occur.   A  detailed  list  will  be 
compiled  for  distribution  on  all  new  assessments  at 
that  time.

LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination 
and  audit  of  the  accounts  of  Betty  Pratt,  Tax  Collector 
of  the  Town  of  Gilsum,  which  was  made  by  this  Division 
under  the  provisions  of  R.S.A.  41:36.   This  examination 
covered  the  period  from  January  1,  1980  to  March  10,  1981 

One  of  the  enclosed  audit  reports  must  be  given  to 
the  Town  Clerk  to  be  retained  as  part  of  the  permanent 
Town  records. 

General  Comments 

Duties  of  Tax  Collector: 

R.S.A.  41:35  states  in  part,  "Every  collector  of 
taxes  shall  keep  in  suitable  books  a  fair  and  correct 
account  in  detail  of  the  taxes  due,  collected  and  abated, 
and  of  all  property  sold  for  non-payment  of  taxes,  which 
books  shall  be  public  records.   A  tax  collector  shall 
pay  all  the  money  collected  to  the  town  treasurer  at 
least  on  a  weekly  basis,  or  on  a  daily  basis  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  commissioner  of  revenue  administration. 
Such  daily  or  weekly  payments  may  be  deferred  until  the 
tax  receipts  total  $500.   He  shall  make  final  payment 
to  the  town  treasurer  of  all  moneys  collected  by  him 
within  10  days  after  the  close  of  the  town's  fiscal 
year. " 

Remittances  to  Treasurer: 


During  1980  and  the  first  two  and  a  half  months  of 
1981,  the  Tax  Collector  did  not  follow  the  statutory 
requirement  of  making  weekly  remittances  to  the  Treasurer 
Further,  she  no  longer  followed  the  practice  of  submitting 
remittance  advice  slips.  Instead,  she  remitted  on  a  lump- 
sum basis,  failing  to  indicate  the  source  of  the  monies 
or  the  applicable  levies. 
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Town  of  Gilsum  May  27,  1981 

Records: 

The  Tax  Collector  did  not  maintain  a  "fair  and 
correct  account  in  detail  of  taxes  due,  collected  and 
abated".   The  tax  sale  for  the  1979  levy  as  well  as 
payments  made  prior  to  the  said  tax  sale  were  not  posted 
in  the  warrants.   In  1981,  only  $11,504.00  of  property 
tax  payments  were  posted  out  of  total  remittances  of 
$25,391.00. 

The  postings,  when  made,  were  also  incomplete  be- 
cause the  year  was  often  omitted  from  the  date  thus 
making  it  very  difficult  to  prove  a  warrant  or  tax  sale 
record  several  years  old  as  of  a  given  point  in  time. 

Record  of  Tax  Sale: 


Our  review  of  the  record  of  tax  sale  for  1979  levy 
disclosed  that  it  did  not  agree  with  what  had  been  re- 
ported to  the  Registry  of  Deeds.   Items  not  sold  at 
tax  sale  were  listed  on  the  record  of  tax  sale.   Further 
research  into  this  problem  lead  us  to  discover  fifteen 
(15)  unsold  and  therefore  uncollected  items  totaling 
$2,762.00. 

Tax  Sale  -  1975  Levy: 

There  is  a  tax  sale  record  for  the  1975  levy  but 
further  examination  with  the  Registry  of  Deeds  showed 
that  there  is  no  record  of  posting  nor  any  record  of 
sale  having  been  held  or  reported. 

Tax  Deeds: 


In  our  review  of  the  tax  sale  records  we  noted  that 
parcels  of  property  for  the  levies  1970  through  1977 
have  not  been  deeded  to  the  purchasers  at  tax  sale  in 
accordance  with  R.S.A.  80:38  "Tax  Deed"  which  states, 
"The  collector  after  two  years  from  the  sale  shall 
execute  to  the  purchaser,  his  heirs  or  assigns  a  deed 
of  the  sale  of  land  so  sold  and  not  redeemed." 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  tax  collector  to 
deed  such  property  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the 
two  year  period  has  elapsed  and  we  suggest  that  the  new 
tax  collector  deed  over  to  the  purchaser  all  unredeemed 
tax  properties  for  the  years  1970  to  1977  in  accordance 
with  State  statues.

Interest : 


Our  review  of  both  the  warrants  and  the  records  of 
tax  sale  disclosed  that  interest  was  not  always  being 
collected,  as  is  required  by  R.S.A.  76:13  and  80:32. 
R.S.A.  76:13  states  "Interest  at  nine  percent  shall  be 
charged  upon  all  taxes  except  resident  taxes  not  paid  on 
or  before  December  first  after  their  assessment...". 
R.S.A.  80:32  further  states  "Any  person  interested  in 
land  so  sold  may  redeem  the  same  by  paying.... to  the 
collector ...  the  amount  for  which  the  land  was  sold  to- 
gether with  costs  for  notifying  mortgagees,  if  any,  and 
with  eleven  percent  interest  upon  the  whole  amount  from 
the  time  of  the  sale  to  the  time  of  payment ...  together 
with  redemption  cost  incurred....". 

Books  and  Records : 


R.S.A.  41:36  states  in  part... "All  books,  records 
and  papers  of  the  outgoing  collector  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  selectmen  by  every  person  having  possession  there- 
of, and  the  selectmen  shall  deliver  those  needed  for  his 
work  to  the  successor  collector  and  those  not  needed  by 
the  successor  collector  to  the  town  clerk  for  care  and 
preservation."   This  provision  of  law  has  not  as  yet  been 
fully  complied  with.   The  former  tax  collector,  has  not 
turned  over  her  complete  records  to  the  selectmen  or  the 
town  clerk. 

List  and  Warrants: 


R.S.A.  76:10  states  "A  list  of  all  property  taxes 
by  them  assessed  shall  be  made  by  the  selectmen  under 
their  hands,  with  a  warrant  under  their  hands  and  seal, 
directed  to  the  collector  of  such  town,  requiring  him  to 
collect  the  same,  and  to  pay  to  the  state,  county  and 
town  treasurers  such  sums  and  at  such  times  as  may  be 
therein  prescribed." 

During  the  course  of  the  audit  the  1980  warrants 
were  not  available  even  though  we  repeatedly  asked  for 
them. 

The  tax  collector  prepared  her  own  lists  of  property 
taxes.   The  selectmen  extended  the  individual  items  in 
their  blotter  book  to  show  the  amount  of  taxes  due  by 
each  individual.   The  tax  collector  then  took  this  book 
and  from  it  made  her  lists.

Not  only  is  the  above-cited  procedure  not  in  com- 
pliance with  R.S.A.  76:10  but  it  also  requires  the  tax 
collector  to  perform  certain  tasks  assigned  by  statutes 
to  the  selectmen.  This  is  a  violation  of  R.S.A.  669.7 
which  states  in  part  "No  person  shall  at  the  same  time 
hold  any  2  of  the  following  offices:  Selectmen ...  col- 
lector of  taxes...". 


Conclusion 


The  provisions  of  Chapter  71-A,  Section  21,  require 
that  the  auditor's  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations 
(letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next 
annual  report  of  the  Town.   Publication  of  the  exhibits 
contained  in  this  audit  report  is  optional  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.   This  letter,  how- 
ever, must  be  published  in  it's  entirety. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  and  employees 
of  the  Town  of  Gilsum  for  their  assistance  during  the 
course  of  our  audit .

a.  Stands  or  lots  are  elevated  on  compacted 
fill  or  on  pilings  so  that  the  lowest 
floor  of  the  mobile  home  will  be  at  or 
above  the  base  flood  level;

c.  In  the  instance  of  elevation  on  pilings: 

1.  lots  are  large  enough  to  permit 
steps; 

2.  piling  foundations  are  placed  in 
stable  soil  and  are  no  more  than 
ten  feet  apart;  and 

3.  reinforcement  is  provided  for 
pilings  that  extend  more  than 
six  feet  above  the  ground  level.

REPORT,  1981 


The  Library  added  270  books  to  its  collection  this 
year.   Many  of  these  were  gifts  which  were  greatly  ap- 
preciated.  214  books  were  removed,  and  many  of  these 
were  sold  at  the  Book  Sale  at  the  time  of  the  Rock  Swap 
Lois  Wright,  in  addition  to  her  regular  duties  as  Assis- 
tant Librarian,  provides  valuable  service  in  preparing 
books  for  the  shelves  and  repairing  books  which  might 
have  to  be  discarded  were  it  not  for  her  work. 


Lois  Hastings  and  Betty  White  have  given  much  time 
toward  bringing  the  card  catalog  up  to  date.   We  have 
also  had  the  able  assistance  of  Mrs.  Irene  Streeter, 
RSVP  (Retired  Seniors  Volunteer  Program). 

A  summer  reading  program  was  held  under  the  super- 
vision of  Edith  Hasbrouck  assisted  by  Lyedie  Preston, 
Grace  Rechisky,  and  Louise  Dunton.   Films  were  shown 
and  certificates  of  completion  were  awarded. 

Classes  from  the  Gilsum  Elementary  School  have 
continued  to  come  weekly,  weather  permitting.   Carol 
Ballou  has  again  assisted  teachers  and  Librarian  in 
helping  the  children  to  select  books. 

Due  to  decreases  in  the  money  allocated  to  the 
State  Library  and  the  closing  of  the  Keene  District 
Office,  we  have  had  only  one  visit  from  the  Bookmobile 
this  year.   We  received  567  books.   We  are  told  that, 
in  the  future,  a  van  will  be  sent  from  Concord  bringing 
books  to  replace  those  which  we  have. 

We  now  subscribe  to  fourteen  magazines  covering 
many  areas:   country  living,  crafts,  gardening,  sports 
and  current  news.   All  of  these  can  be  borrowed.   We 
also  have  recent  books  on  car  repair,  wiring,  plumbing 
and  masonry. 

Library  hours  are  unchanged:   1:30  to  3:30  Monday, 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday  afternoons;  6:00  to  8:00  Wednes- 
day and  Thursday  evenings;  10:00  to  12:00  Saturday 
mornings .

The  regular  Town  Meeting  of  Gilsum,  also  held  in  the 
Town  Hall,  was  called  to  order  at  8:00  p.m.  by  Moderator 
Ernest  Peter. 

We  began  with  a  moment  of  silent  prayer,  followed 
by  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance.   The  list  of  newly  elected 
Town  Officers  was  read,  and  those  present  were  sworn  in 
by  Mr.  Peter.

Truck  for  the  Highway  Department. 

Article  #3  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Edie  Hasbrouck, 
and  was  seconded.   Ralph  Finch  amended  the  article  by 
inserting  "Capital  Reserve  Fund",  and  deleting  "Trust 
Fund".   Then  being  moved  to  the  floor  by  Frangcon  Jones, 
and  seconded  by  Fred  Merrill,  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of 
hands  and  approved  unanimously  as  amended. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $13,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  having 
the  Town  reappraised  by  the  Revenue  Administration. 
(Voted  in  1976,  now  requires  funding.) 

Article  #4  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Mildred  McHoul, 
and  seconded.   After  some  discussion  this  was  voted  on 
by  a  show  of  hands,  and  was  approved  unanimously  as 
moved  and  seconded.

(Said  vehicle  N/F  Pro- 
perty of  West  Swanzey  V.F.W.)   Vehicle  to  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  Gilsum  (E.M.T.)  personnel  and  Fire 
Department . 

Article  #6  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Midge  Dinsmoor 
and  seconded.   It  was  then  amended  by  Mrs.  Dinsmoor  to 
read  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing 
an  emergency  vehicle.   Vehicle  to  be  used  in  conjunction 
with  Gilsum  Rescue  personnel  and  Fire  Department.   It  was 
then  moved  to  the  floor  by  John  Calhoun,  and  seconded 
and  after  discussion,  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and 
approved  unanimously  as  amended,  moved,  seconded  and 
discussed.

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  to  open  new  funds  that  may  arise 
during  the  year. 

Article  #9  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Tony  Molesky, 
and  seconded.   There  being  no  discussion,  was  then 
voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands,  and  approved  unanimously. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  #10  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  John  Calhoun, 
seconded.   There  being  no  discussion,  was  then  voted  on 
by  a  show  of  hands,  and  approved  unanimously. 
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11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee  to  take  charge  of  the 
observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

Article  #11  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Ralph  Finch, 
and  seconded.   There  was  no  discussion,  and  was  voted  on 
by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved  unanimously. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  issue  permits,  without  charge,  for  the 
supervised  activities  held  on  the  Town  Parade  Grounds, 
said  permits  to  include  the  erection  of  temporary 
structures. 

Article  #12  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Robert  Bur- 
roughs, seconded,  and  there  being  no  discussion,  voted 
on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved  unanimously. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  any  land  and  all  pieces  of  real  estate 
(either)  by  auction  (or  private  sale),  acquired  by  tax 
deed;  said  property  to  be  advertised  for  sale  for  three 
weeks  prior  to  sale. 

Article  #13  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  John  Calhoun, 
and  seconded.   Mr.  Calhoun  then  amended  it  by  deleting 
the  words  "either"  and  "or  by  private  sale"  he  then  read 
it  as  amended,  it  was  seconded,  voted  on  by  a  show  of 
hands,  and  approved  unanimously  as  amended,  moved,  and 
seconded . 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the 
Representatives  and  Senators  who  represent  the  Town  in 
the  General  Court  to  support  in  the  current  session  of 
the  General  Court,  the  concurrent  resolution  to  amend 
the  State  Constitution  to  limit  the  annual  increase  in 
property  taxes  to  five  percent  and  to  limit  the  annual 
increase  in  spending  by  the  State  to  five  percent.  (By 
petition) 

Article  #14  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Mildred 
McHoul,  seconded.   There  was  some  discussion,  and  then 
voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands.   The  vote  was  — approve-2, 
disapprove-37 .    Not  passed. 


15.   To  accept  the  report  of  the  Town  Hall  Restor- 
ation Study,  and  act  in  any  manner  relating  thereto. 
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Article  #15  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Mildred  McHoul, 
and  seconded.   Selectman  Paul  Marshall  then  read  a  syn- 
opsis of  the  study  findings,  and  John  Calhoun  made  an 
amendment — "I  move  that  we  receive  and  accept  the  report 
of  the  Town  Hall  Restoration  Study,  and  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  make  specific  recommendations,  including 
budget,  in  time  for  the  next  Town  Meeting."   Seconded, 
approved  unanimously  by  a  show  of  hands. 


16.   To  transact  any  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting. 

Judy  Peter  suggested  that  we  think  about  a  retire- 
ment plan  and  insurance  plan  for  Road  Agent  and  Police. 
It  will  be  looked  into. 

Ed  Perra  asked  to  have  Deputy  Police  be  elected 
next  year.   This  also  will  be  looked  into. 


The  meeting  dissolved  at  10:22  p.m,
